PREFACE. 



From the variety of Itineraries and Road Books which 
bave successively solicited the patronage of Travellers, 
it may appear necessary to assign some reasons why 
another is obtruded on their notice. 

The Idea of the present work was suggested to the 
Editor^ from an inspection of the original engraved Road 
Book by Ogilby, published above a Century ago. The 
plan appeared to him so clear and simple^ pointing 
out so distinctly, every object to the Traveller as it oc- 
cuned upon the respective roads, that he thought, if a 
similar work, with the necessary alterations and additions 
to make it suitable to the present time» could be executed 
in Letterpress, it would prove an useful and agreeable 
companion on the Road. How far he has executed the 
task with the accuracy and attention requisite in a work 
of this nature, must be submitted to the judgment of 
those who honour this Itinerary with their notice.

The Plan invariably followed has been to avoid repe- 

titions, and to compress every necessary Information into

as small a space is possible placing it exactly as it occurs, 
or comes into view on the respective roads. Much dis- 
aj^intment has been experienced by Travellers in un- 
knowingly passing by many objects, which they wished 
to have viewed^ either through the uncertainty of their 
exact situation, qr the difficulty of selecting them from 
the mass of -Jiames^ hitherto huddled together^ at iht 
end of each route. 

The insertion of the market days, the «am<:s of the 
Inns which supply Post Horses, and the number of 
Houses and Inhabitants in every City and Market Town, 
under their proper heads, was deen^ed an useful and 
entertaining addition to the Work. 

For the purpose of shewing a variety of routes to the 
fame place, a reference is given in the Index, under the 
name of each Town, to every page. where they are re^ 
jipectively mentioned amongst the Roads branching off 
from others; and the particulars on those roads may, in 
most instances, be found, by referring to the name of the 
Tcywn in the^rf / Index, or, if the Road branch' off at a 
Village, to the second Index, where the Traveller will 
find a reference lo every page in which such Town or 
Village is mentioned.
